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ORIGIN. 

In  1827,  in  the  institution  at  New  Hampton,  N.  II., 
two  lads,  Stephen  Morse  and  John  B.  White,  became 
acquainted,  and  in  1828,  entered  Brown  University, 
Rhode  Island,  where  they  were  class  mates  and  room- 
mates during  their  collegiate  course.  After  a  tew  years 
one  devotes  liimselt  to  teaching,  the  other  to  mercantile 
pursuits.  Occasional  letters  passed  between  these  old 
friends  in  regard  to  schools,  but  nothing  definite 
occurred  till  1854,  when  they  met  at  Greenville,  Illi- 
nois, and  the  initiatory  steps  were  taken  for  founding 
this  institution.  After  some  days  of  conversation  and 
prayer  it  was  decided  :  (1)  That  the  institution  should 
be  for  young  women  ;  (2)  That  it  should  not  be  a  private 
enterprise,  but  that  an  act  of  incorporation  should  be 
obtained,  so  that  contributions  could  be  secured  and 
held  for  educational  purposes. 

Mrs.  Almira  Hlancliard  Morse,  a  Christian  lady  of 
thorough  and  accomplished  education,  was  fully  in 
sympathy  with  her  husband,  and  seconded  every  effort 
of  his  to  advance  the  enterprise  agreed  upon,  herself 
heading  the  original  subscription  with  the  sum  of  $6000. 

In  consequence  of  this  very  liberal  donation,  the 
institution  received  the  name  of  Almira  College. 

The  school  was  organized  in  September,  1855,  being- 
held  tor  several  years  in  a  private  hall.  In  1858  the 
present  building  was  so  far  completed  as  to  be  occupied 
for  school  purposes.  In  1859  a  Charter  was  obtained 
investing  a  board  of  trustees  with  the  usual  corporate 
power  for  colleges. 

Owing  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  country  at 
the  close  of  the  war,  and  the  embarrassment  of  parties 
upon  whom  the  college  had  relied  for  funds,  it  was  found 
impossible   to   meet   obligations    as  they   became  due. 
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However,  by  the  constant  effort  and  sacrifice  of  friends, 
and  by  the  payment  of  heavy  interest,  the  institution 
continued  under  the  management  of  the  trustees  until 
May,  1877. 

At  that  time  those  holding  claims  saw  fit  to  pi-ess 
the  sale,  and  the  property  passed  into  the  hands  <>i  the 
largest  creditor,  James  Smith,  of  St.  Louis.  At  his 
death,  October,  1877,  a  portion  of  his  large  estate, 
including  the  property  known  as  Almira  College,  was 
left  to  W.  G.  Eliot,  1).  D.,  St.  Louis,  as  residuary  lega- 
tee. This  well-known  friend  of  learning  nobly  with- 
held this  property  from  the  grasp  of  speculators,  and 
virtually  donated  several  thousand  dollars  to  the  cause 
of  education,  assured  that  the  purchasers  would  per- 
petuate the  worthy  purposes  conceived  by  the  founders 
of  the  institution.  The  property  was  sold  by  Dr.  Eliot 
to  private  parties  in  May,  1878,  and  the  College  opened 
its  twenty-third  year  September  11,  1878. 

LOCATION. 

The  college  is  located  at  Greenville,  the  county-seal 
of  Bond  county,  Illinois.  The  city  is  on  the  St.  Louis, 
Vandalia  and  Terre  Haute  Railway,  generally  known 
as  the  Vandalia  Line,  fiity  miles  east  from  St.  Louis, 
and  twenty  west  from  Vandalia.  This  road  crosses  the 
main  trunk  of  the  Illinois  Central  at  Vandalia,  and  the 
Chicago  Branch  at  Etfingham,  and  runs  several  trains 
daily,  connecting  Greenville  with  St.  Louis,  with 
Cairo  and  Galena,  with  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and 
Cincinnati. 

Greenville  is  on  the  highest  table  lands  between  the 
Wabash  and  Mississippi  rivers,  and  is  the  center  oi  a 
healthy  and  thriving  agricultural  district. 

THE  SITE  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

Is  east  of  the  city,  and  commands  a  fine  view  of  the 
surrounding    country.      The    grounds    occupy    twelve 
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acre8>  consisting  of  a  park,  a  lawn  in  frontdfthe  build- 
ing, and  lands  in  the  rear  lor  domestic  purposes.  The 
park.  198  by  338  feet,  between  College  and  Main 
streets,  is  three  blocks  duv  east  oi  the  court  house,  the 
business  center  of  the  city.  North  of  the  park  and  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  back  from  College  street  is  the 
college  building,  an  eleganl  si  ructure,  erected  expressly 
for  school  purposes,  recently  improved  and  newly 
furnished.  The  building,  with  its  projections,  presents 
a  front  of"  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet,  and  an  average 
width  of  forty-eight  feet.  It  is  tour  stories  high,  con- 
taining seventy  two  rooms.  The  first  floor  is  occupied 
by  the  chapel  and  recitation  rooms,  the  dining  room, 
kitchen  ami  such  other  rooms  as  the  culinary  depart- 
ment requires.  On  the  entrance  floor  are  the  parlors, 
the  reading  room,  and  rooms  for  music,  for  library,  for 
mineral  cabinets  and  apparatus,  and  for  the  art  depart- 
ment. In  the  two  upper  stories  are  fifty  dormitories, 
neat  and  convenient  for  the  accommodation  of  pupils. 

THE  AIM 

Of  the  Institution  is  to  provide  facilities  for  the  highest 
and  best  education  of  woman.  First  of  all  there  must 
be  secured  to  her  home  influences  and  protection. 
These  are  as  important  as  the  advantages  of  the  highest 
intellectual  culture.  Both  must  be  secured.  All  her 
interests  and  relations  in  life  must  be  considered.  Nor 
is  she  to  be  educated  for  the  drawing  room  and  parlor 
alone,  but  also  for  her  connection  with  the  individual 
pursuits  of  life.  Her  hands  are  to  be  trained  for  "  the 
spindle  and  the  distaff  "  as  well  as  her  eye  for  "  tapestry 
and  silk."  Her  education  is  to  be  useful  and  practical 
as  well  as  ornamental.  She  is  to  have  ev^vy  facility 
to  tit  her  in  the  broadest  sense  for  the  ends  and  purposes 
of  life.  *  The  utmost  care  is  to  be  taken  to  preserve  her 
health,  to  refine  her  manners,  to  develop  her  intellect 
and  to  educate  her  moral  powers.  With  these  results 
in  view  the  following  course  of  work  is  arranged.

During  school  hours  no  tires  will,  be  allowed  in 
private  rooms  except  by  special  arrangement. 

Pupils   are    not    expected    to   entertain   company    in 
their   own   rooms,    nor    to    receive    the   calls   of  young, 
gentlemen  unless  previous  arrangements  with  reference 
thereto  have  been  made  between  their  parents  and  the 
Principal. 

No  pupil  is  allowed  to  open  accounts  at  any  store 
without  written  permission  from  parents. 

Pupils  are  expected  to  attend  Church  regularly,  with 
the  Principal  unless  parents  request  otherwise.  There 
are  eight  Protestant  congregations  holding  Sunday 
services. 

Visits  to  pupils  and  by  them  should  be  limited  to 
Friday  evening  and  Saturday  afternoon.  It  is  not 
desirable  that  young  ladies  should  receive  many  visits 
from  friends  during  the  year,  nor  visit  home  often 
when  doing  so  involves  absence  from  recitation. 

Young  ladies  are  encouraged  to  attend  lectures  and 
concerts  of  high  order,  as  these  con  ribute  much  to 
their  education.  They  are  also  allowed  a  limited 
amount  of  recreation  in  social  gatherings  of  unobjec- 
tionable character,  when  such  recreation  does  not 
interfere  with  regular  work. 
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Bach  room  has  a  closet  for  wardrobe,  a  stove,  bed- 
stead,  mattress,  table,  washstand  and  chairs,  and  is 
occupied  by  two  pupils.  Additional  furniture  is  pro- 
vided by  the  occupants.  If  desired,  however,  the  insti- 
tution will  furnish  a  carpet,  washbowl  and  pitcher, 
mirror,  broom  and  shovel  at  a  cost  of  $12.50  for  each 
pupil.  These,  with  care,  will  serveapupil  through  her 
course  without  additional  expense.  All  students  are 
encouraged  to  bring  tasteful  articles  for  the  adornment 
of  their  rooms. 

Pupils  tind  their  own  lights,  washing  and  bedding. 
Of  the  latter  each  one  needs  a  pillow,  sheets  and  half 
the  amount  of  other  bedding  sufficient  for  one  bed  in 
cold  weather.  Should  any  young  lady  prefer  to  room 
alone,  the  amount  of  bedding  and  the  expense  of  fur- 
nished room  will  be  double.  Each  pupil  is  requested 
to  provide  herself  with  towels,  table  napkins,  fork  and 
spoon,  also  with  overshoes,  waterproof  and  umbrella.
